FARGO, N. D., May 28.—The 


fast Great Northern passenger 
train, “Empire Builder,” eastbound 
from Seattle to Chicago, was picked 
up from its track and wrecked by 
a tornado eight miles southeast of 
here late yesterday. 

One life was lost, more than 20 
persons were injured and many 


others were shaken up. 

The death resulted when An- 
drew Anderson of Montesano, 
Wash., was hurled from the train 
through a window and ground to 
death beneath the wheels of the 
following coach. Mrs. Emily Han- 
nan, Seattle, suffered a broken 
back, Mrs. N. Troll Minot, N. 
D., is said to be in aie serious 
condition at a Fargo hospital where 
many of the injured were taken. 
An infant daughter df Mrs. Hilda 
Qualley, Winchester, Wash., who 
also was injured, suffered a seri- 
ously bruised head. 

Train Lifted From Track. 

The train had crossed the North 
Dakota-Minnesota line and was 
nearing Sabin, Minn., with En- 
gineer B. E. McKee of St. Paul at 
the throttle. Without warning the 
12-coach train was lifted from the 
track, moved east from the road- 
bed, and deposited on the prairie, 
leaving only the engine and tender 
on the tracks. 

The engineer said the 12 cars 
were literally jerked from the loco- 
motive. The coaches were laid 
over on their sides, but not a tie 
was crushed, nor a rail twisted, he 
said. 

A moment or two passed before 
passengers realized what had hap- 
pened. Then men struggled to 
make their way through shattered 
windows and jammed doors. 

Passing motorists hurried into 
Moorhead, Minn., notified railway 
officials and within a fevy minutes, 
doctors, nurses and ambulances 
were on the way to the scene. 

Scores of volunteers climbed in- 
side the coaches and passed the 
injured to waiting hands. 

Despite the shock of the impact, 
many passengers escaped unin- 
jured, due chiefly to the fact all 
cars of the train were of steel. 
None of the coaches collapsed. 

The injured were taken to hos- 
pitals at Moorhead and Fargo in 
}automobiles of passing motorists. 
A few minutes later a special train 
from Fargo reached the wreck and 
took the other injured away. 

Imprisoned in Club Car. 

Seven persons were imprisoned 
for half an hour in the club car 
when doors jammed. The barriers 
were chiseled away and the persons 
were taken out. 

The luxuriously equipped train, 
one of the fastest in the Northwest, 
was named after the late James J. 
Hill, “Empire Builder” of the 
Northwest, and had been in service 
for three years. Interiors of many 
of the coaches were wrecked. 

A Seminole Indian, Andrew 
Jackson, on the way to Pawnee, 
Ok., did heroié work in restoring 
order and aiding injured passen- 
gers/in one car, witnesses said. He 
remained in his coach and aided 
several women who were cut and 
bleeding. 

Fireman Saw Tornado. 

Al Klinfehn of Minneapolis, fire- 
man on the engine, said he noticed 
the tornado for several miles as the 
train*speeded eastward. 

“T saw a cloud that looked men- 
acing and watched it for several 
miles,’’ Klinfehn said. “Then sud- 
denly the wind struck with terrific 
force and took the coaches off the 
tracks. It happened so quickly I 
didn’t realize they were gone.” 

The tornado apparently started. 
north of Rustad, Minn., and swept 
northeast. After striking the train 
in swept northeast into Norman and 
Polk Counties, Minnesota, cutting a 
swath estimated at a quarter of a 
mile in width. A farmer, Andrew 
Hatlebal, living near Moorhead, 
Minn., was killed. 

Scores of farm buildings were de- 
molished and the Concordia Lu- 
theran Church, six miles north of 
Watts Siding, was blown down.

Transfer Might Be Made.

plaza bond funds. It might be pos-

Air Demonstrated 


Dr. Humphreys of Weather Bureau Discusses 
Possibilities Opened by Prof. 
Piccard’s Feat. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Dr. W. 
J. Humphxeys, physicist of the 
Weather Bureau, said today the 
balloon flight of Prof. August Pic- 
card demonstrated it would be pos- 
sible for human being to live in- 
side sealed airships at far greater 
heights than planes have yet 
reached. 

The safe return of Piccard and 
his assistant after reaching what 
they say was a height of 52,500 
feet—almost ten miles—indicated 
passengers could live in rocket-pro- 
pelled airplanes traveling at that 
height, Dr. Humphreys said, pro- 
vided they could stand the enor- 
mous velocity at which a recket 
plane would travel. The altitude 
record for airplanes is about 43,000 
feet. 

If the balloonists actually reached 
a 52,000-foot altitude they rose 
more than two-thirds as far as it is 
possible for a balloon to go with 
passengers, he pointed out. A bal- 
loon carrying human beings could 
not rise more than 75,000 feet, or 
about 14 miles, Dr. Humphreys ex- 
plained, because above that height 
the gas would lose its lifting power. 
Small balloons carrying instruments 
have been sent as high as 100,000 
feet. 

Conditions of temperature, prés- 
Sure and wind velocity are well 
known up to 100,000 feet. Prof. 


Piccard and his assistant may have 


been able to measure the intensity 
of cosmic rays at the height they 
reached, Dr. Humphreys said, per- 
haps furnishing better clues as to 
whether these rays—akin to X-rays 
—originate in the earth’s atmos- 
phere or outside it in distant space. 
Some scientists hold that the rays 
result from the destruction of mat- 
ter in space, others, that they dis- 
close that matter 1s being created 
somewhere among the remote 
stars. Scientists would like to ex- 
plore the atmosphere at an altitude 
of 150,000 feet, or nearly 30 miles, 
but there is no possibility of doing 
so except with instruments  at- 
tached to rockets, in Dr. Humph- 
reys’ opinion. At this height there 
is thought to be a heavy layer of 
ozone which cuts off a large part 
of the ultra violet light from the 
sun. Without the protecting ozone 
layer, all the people on earth prob- 
ably would go blind, Dr. Humph- 
reys said. The atmosphere at 150,- 
000 feet is believed to be extremely 
hot, although at the height said to 
have been reached by Prof. Pic- 
card the temperature probably was 
about 70 degrees below zero. 

It. is not known how far the 
earth’s atmosphere extends. The 
aurora borealis sometimes rises to 
a height. of 300 or 400 miles, 
which may indicate some atmos- 
phere exists at that altitude.

Piccard and Kipfer sought new 
data on the origin of cosmic rays 
and wanted to prove that man can 
live in the stratosphere. 


Capt. Gray Suffocated After Going 
Up 42,470 Feet. 

Capt. Hawthorne C. Gray, an 
army balloonist, ascended 42,470 
feet from Scott Field on May 4, 
1927, and suffocated from lack of 
oxygen. 

The altitude record which Capt. 
Gray sought was not allowed offi- 
cially because of his death durin 
the flight. .The balloon landed in 
Tennessee, carrying Capt. Gray’s 
body and instruments showing thé 
height of,the ascent. Capt. Gray’s 
death was attributed to his failure 
or inability to tap a fresh tank of 
Oxygen after the supply in one 
tank was exhausted.

$135,000,000 PRESCRIPTIONS 
SOLD IN U. S. EACH YEAR 


Drug Stores Could Fill 10 Times 
the Annual 180,000,000, Com- 


WASHINGTON, May 28.—The 
Commerce Department says from 
$90,000,000 to $135,000,000 is 
spent by the American people an- 
nually for the 120,000,000 to 180,- 
000,000 prescriptions estimated to 
be filled each year by drug stores. 

A considerable exces# capacity 
for filling prescriptions exists, the 
department says. 

“This prescription business is 
divided among approximately 60,- 
000 drug stores, which employ on 
the average two pharmacists 
apiece,” the department notes. 
“If there were sufficient prescrip- 
tion business to keep all these 
pharmacists busy they would be 
able to fill approximately 6,000,000 
prescriptions a day, or 2,160,000,000 
in the course of a year. This is 
more than 10 times as great as the 
total number filled.’’ 

The’ situation with regard to 
Overcapacity in the prescription 
phase of the drug store is more 
marked when the dispensing phy- 
sician and the ‘professional’ phar- 
Macy are considered. 

A “professional” pharmacy is 
One that gives attention exclusive- 
ly to prescriptions. Surveys have 
shown that 78 per cent of the phy- 
sicians in towns of 5000 or less dis- 
pense drugs.

HE killing of the Lager rac- 

ing bill by the Illinois Senate 
probably means that the ponies 
will not perform in the St. Louis 
district this year. At $2500 a 
day tax, instead of the $1500 
asked for, it is unlikely that the 
Fairmount officials will open 
their gates this summer. That 
has not definitely been an- 
nounced, however. With a “red 
ink” record last year, the track 
would hardly invite worse disas- 
ter this year. 

The proposed reduction of 
$1000 a day would have saved 
the management $650,000 on the 
season—and that might have 
meant the difference between 
profit and loss. With the Fair- 
mount Derby and the big $5000 
stakes also off the books, abeut

Courses Not So Fast as Those 


In East, Bobby Jones Writes|:7%" 


By Bobby Jones. 
Some people might think that a putt is a putt, under any and 
1 conditions, and that a man who is a good putter on one kind of 
green is likely to be good on any other kind. But the fact is that al- 
most every golfer experiences strong likes and dislikes in the way of 


putting surfaces.

parent in my case personally, 
which indicates a speed similar to 
putting surfaces in the East, 
whereas, in effect, the greens here 
are not as keen as their apparent 
counterparts in the East.

PARIS, May 28.—Aristide Bri- 
and, defending his foreign policies 
jn the Chamber of Deputies, paid a 
glowing tribute today to Paul Dou- 
mer, who defeated him for presi- 
dency of the Republic. 

“Alas,” he began in his best 
jronic vein after Franklin-Bouillon 
had concluded a slashing onslaught 
against his policies, “it is I again. 
The speech I have just heard re- 
news my youth. It reminds me of 
the time when, not having charge 
ef the country’s foreign policy, I 
was occupied with her internal af- 


fairs. 

“Among the things they reproach 
me with is that I was not elected 
president of the Republic, The 
man who was elected is a good 
Frenchman, profoundly attached to 
our republican institutions.” 

Briand denied he was the leader 
of the left groups, as Bouillon had 
charged, or that he had sought to 
sow discord. He cited the recent 
submission of his resignation as 
Foreign Minister as an instance of 
his political neutrality and de- 
clared the time had come to speak 
plainly and upmistakeably. Then 
he reaffirmed his attachment to 
the cause of peace and gave the 
Chamber a detailed account of the 
negotiations at Geneva.

Park Head Proposes That States 


of Recreational

Open Forum Tonight Will Conclude Meeting 
——Three-Day Tour of Missouri State 
Parks Starts Tomorrow. 


The eleventh annual meeting of 
National Conference on State. 
Parks, attended by administrators 
of public qarks in more than 30 
States, will end ‘tonight with an 
open forum Giscussion at Hotel 
Statler. Tomorrow the visitors wil! 
begin a three-day tour of state 
parks in Missouri. 


A proposal that the states ac- 
quire ownership of the banks of 
recreational streams was made at 
this morning’s session by illiam 
White Niles, chairman of the Ta- 
conic Park Commission of New 
York. “Ten years ago,” he said, 
such a proposal would have seemed 
the wild dream of an impractical 
enthusiast, but with the great in- 
crease in recent years in the public 
interest in conservation, it seems 
reasonably certain that a_ slight 
push by the National Conférence 
on State Parks will be all that is 
necessary to start the ball rolling. 

“The result may be that in the 
not too distant future our boys and 
girls when on an outing may be 
able to drink from a stream with- 
out danger of death from typhoid, 
our Trivers may again swarm with 
fish, the lover may take his sweet- 
heart canoeihg without having to 
provide smelling salts, and the 
children may dabble their feet in 
the water without having them 
blistered with sludge acid.” 

What Pollution Has Done. 
The pollution of rivers with gar- 
bage, sewage and drainage from 
industrial plants has reached a 
Stage, White said, which creates 
so “distressing a sight that no one 
ever thinks of erecting a residence 
on the bank of a stream, or in fact, 
any structure other than a factory 
or coal yard.” 

E. Y. Guernsey, research histo- 
rian of the Indiana Department of 
Conservation, spoke of ‘making 
history live’’ by establishment of 
historical monuments. “A _ great 
deal of what we call history is 
dead as a kippered herring,” he 
said. “In almost any timeworn 
locality may be found a crumbling 
monument, historically important 
as marking some major event. 
“If it is grown over with bram- 
bles and myrtle, its inscription hid- 
den by leafage, it provides an ex- 
cellent example of ,dead history. 
If we remove a portion of this 
herbage, restoring the monument 
to a point where the patina of age 
may not suffer in consequence, we 
have made history live. If we re- 
move the crumbling ruin, replacing 
it with something new, we have 
made history deader than it was 
before and have committed an 
egregious vandalism at the same 
time.”’ 

Auto Tour of the City. 
Other speakers today were Al- 
bert M. Turner, field secretary of 
the Connecticut Park and Forest 
Commission; R. E. Burson, land- 
scape engineer of the Virginia De- 


velopment, and P. J. Hoffmaster, 
superintendent to Michigan State 
Parks, who discussed problems of 
waterfront parks. 

Informal conferences and an au- 
tomobile tour of St. Louis were on 
the program for this afternoon. Dr. 
Stanley Coulter, chairman of the 
Indiana Conservation Commission, 
will be the principal speaker at a 
banquet tonight. 

An open meeting was held last 
night. The speakers were Rich- 
ard Lieber, director of the Indiana 
Department ef Conservaation; 
William A. Welch, general man- 
ager of Palisades Interstate. Park 
in New York and New Jersey, and 
Horace M. Albright, director of the 
National Park Service. 

To Consider Ozarks Park. 

Albright described the develop- 
ment of national parks which had 
been under the administration of 
the National Park Service since it 
was established in 1917. His talk 
was illustrated with pictures of 
buildings, bridges and roads show- 
ing an effort to locate and design 
them in harmony with their scehic 
} backgrounds. 

He mentioned that there are 
national parks, only two of which, 
the Arcadia in Maine and the Great 
Smoky Mountains in Tennessee and 
North Carolina, are east of the 
Mississippi River. At the Ozarks 
day luncheon yesterday he took 
cognizance of the movement in be- 
half of establishing a national park 
in the Ozarks and said it would re- 
ceive serious consideration. 

“The National Park Service has 
a growing corps of landscape arch- 
itects whose duty it is to see that 
no structures built in national 
parks whether by the Government 
or by private operators are out of 
harmony with the landscape,” he 
said. é

Foreign Trade Convention that his 


country might be forced to embark 
on a high tariff policy in defense 
against the tariff barriers of the 
United States and other countries. 

He emphasized that Argentina's 
economic welfare depends on its ex- 
port trade; and that the diminution 
of that trade may require Argen- 
tine to protect and develop its own 
industry gs the United States has 
done with high tariffs. 

“Then,” he said, “You would lose 
a good market for your manufac- 
tures (I speak of the remote fu- 
ture), but in exchange you would 
gain our gratitude for having 
taught us to make use of high 
tariffs.” 

Exports from the United States 
to Argentina in 1929 represented 
more than 40 per cent of the total 
from this country to South Amer- 
ica, the Atmbassador said, and the 
exports of the first three months 
of 1931 have decreased about 60 
per cent from 1930, which in turn 
was 39 per cént under 1929. 

Prohibitive, Not Protective. 

He called the United States tar- 
iff prohibitive rather than protec- 
tive, citing that in the case of lin- 
seed the tariff had been changed 
upward 20 times, though the Unit- 
ed States produces less linseed to- 
day than in 1901 when the tariff 
was one-third as high. 

The Ambassador said the Presi- 
dent of the United States working 
under the “flexible clause,”’ could 
change rates when so advised by 
the Tariff Commission, adding that 
“the truth is that Argentine peti- 
tions to the commission have not 
met with the same good fortune 
in regard to celerity of procedure 
as petitions regarding items com- 
ing from other countries. But in 
spite of all this I still have faith.’’ 

The Ambassador said he was not 
“objecting to or criticising protec- 
tive tariffs.” 

“IT understand that in any case 
they respond to the idea which 
the lawmakers of one nation have 
with respect to the interest of their 
country at @ given moment,” he 
added. 

Cites Example of Beef. 

“T am only making some obser- 
vations which will tend to demon- 
strate that even within this frank- 
ly protectionist policy Argentine 
products have scarcely received 
equitable treatment, 

“Beef,”” used to be a large item 
in our trade with the United States, 
from. 1915 to 1925 Argentine beef 
was imported into your country 
without’ question; but-when one 
case of foot and mouth disease oc- 
curred in California its source was 
attributed to beef coming from my 
country and that was all that was 
needed for establishing a prohibi- 
tion against the importation of Ar- 
gentine beef, and the tariff law of 
1930 includes this prohibition.” 

The Ambassador said. that in 
similar cases Great’ Britain has 
sent experts to Argentina, who, 
after investigation, have  con- 
cluded the charges were unwar- 
ranted.

The 
states collected $494,683,000 from this source last 
year, with taxes ranging from 2 cents a gallon, as 
in Missouri, to 6 cents, as in Florida. Had the 
Government, by a tax equal to the average state rate, 
received the same total, it could have met about 
half the deficit of the current yaar, thereby reliev- 
ing the Treasury’s problem considerably. 

The country’s highway system has been built large- 
ly from gasoline tax receipts. The system began in 
Oregon in 1919, by initiative vote, after Congress in 
1918 had rejected a proposal for a Federal tax of this 
sort. It has spread to every state, with steadily in- 
creasing rates. It has been a popular tax, for mo- 
torists have made little or no objection to paying in 
this way for road improvements so beneficial to 
them. Missouri last year raised $8,901,169 from this 
‘source, and Illinois $27,472,420. The states as a 
whole obtained 25 per cent of their tax receipts from 

this tax. The average rate per gallon over the coun- 
try is 3.39 cents, which is a tax of 18.8 per cent, fig- 
uring the average price of gasoline at 18 cénts. 
Were this doubled ty imposition cf an equal Federal 
tax, we would have a sales tax of 37.6 per cent, a. 
steep assessment found only in’ the upper brackets 
of inheritance and income taxes and in certain re- 
strictive tariff schedules. 
Whether the people would submit to so high a tax 
on driving their cars may be questioned. Drivers al- 
ready are paying an annual average of-$32.03 for this 
privilege—$18.62 gasoline tax and $13.41 registration 
fee, as of 1930. Increases in state gasoline taxes 
have brought no noticeable decline in fuel or motor 
car purchases, but doubling the rate undoubtedly 
would produce a reaction damaging to the motor car’ 
and oil industries, two important businesses which 
are a large part of our commercial structure. Such 
a high rate would reduce travel, cut down spending 
for recreation and add to the overhead of bus and 
truck enterprises. Even at a lower rate such a Fed- 
eral tax would be objectionable. It would heap up 
the assessment on one commodity, to the exclusion of 
other fields more properly subject to governmental 
levies. Too, it would depart from the original, pur- 
pose of the tax by using it for miscellaneous purposes. 
The most comprehensive study of gasoline taxes 
is that made by Prof. F. G. Crawford of Syracuse 
University. In his pamphlet he warns against plac- 
ing “too great a burden on the motor car” by ex- 
orbitant increases in this useful tax, He says: “It 
has become such an important part of our fiscal sys- 
tem and has so many advantages that nothing should 
be done to imperil its existence.” The plan now un- 
der Mr. Mellon’s consideration undoubtedly would 
imperil it. The Secretary would do better to look 
at the possibilities of the upper income tax brackets, 
from which his gaze so far has been steadily averted, 
| rather than to contemplate a measure that would 
have such unfortunate results.

The du Pont ammonia works reduced its 
work week to 40 hours and prevented 150 men from 
being laid off. The Republic Steel Corporation spread 
employment by, going to a fourshift six-hour system. 
Canadian Pacific employes, by working only 26 days 
a month, provide jobs for 500 additional men. These 
methods prevent destitution and avert the hopeléss 
ness of total unemployment. At the same time, they 
reduce employes’ earnings without any parallel sac- 
rifice by employers. Hence such plans must be looked 
upoh merely as relief expedients, excellent in emer- 
gency, but basically unsound as a permanent means 
for stabilizing employment. ‘The President's com- 
mittee now admits as much. 

A better method is the regulation ef production, 
whereby market gluts and frenzied booms are avert- 
ed by uniform’ output the year round. More than 
200 American firms now use such methods, with prod- 
ucts differing as widely as soap and camera films, mo 
tor cars and packaged dates. The experience of the 
Eastman Kodak Co. is singled out in a bulletin of the 
Nation@ Industrial Conference to show how the plan 
works. This firm’s product is perishable as well as 
highly seasonal. Its sales range from 3 per cent 
of the total in November to 15 per cent in July. In- 
Stead of hiring many persons at the peak season and 
laying them off when demand sieckens, the company 
now maintains a uniform rate of output and stores 
its surplus. As a result, its layoffs from 1922 to 1929 
were only 2 per cent of the force. For 1930 they were 
2% per cent, as compared with 14 per cent in 1921. 
Several others of the 14 concerns fn the Rochester 
co-operative group have adopted similar plans. It has 
required some shrewd business surveying, in accurate 
forecasting of sales, scheduling of production and 
regulation of inventories to make the idea success- 
ful. Its advocates say it has benefited both employes 
and working groups. The suggestion for nation-wide 
industrial planning, with the same end in view, has 
been widely offered by our economists. It may be 
that, when the vastness of its scale is considered, 
this will prove to be utopian. However, the experi- 
ence of these firms with staggered production shows 
what is possible for individual firms and groups of 
them to accomplish. :

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KANSAS CITY SHOWS THE WAY. 
A striking object lesson for the National Govern- 
ment is contained in the overwhelming success at the 
polls of Kansas City’s $40,000,000 bond issue. While 
the administration is coasting along puerilely hoping 
that the depression will solve itself, a Middle West- 
ern city is shrewd and progréssive enough to launch 
an offensive against it. Besides the stimulation to 
business and the relief to unemployment promised 
by the expenditure of the bond issue money, Kansas 
City will get the benefit of low costs for its improve- 
ment program. There is ‘no time like the present for 
commencing public works, and if a national program 
like Kansas City’s had been under way a year ago, 
the statisticians’ charts would be far more pleasant 
to gaze upon today. 
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A WORTHY PRIZE. 

A literary prize which will serve the joint good pur- 
pose of encouraging Negroes to creative work while 
honoring an.outstanding leader in the elevation of 
the race is the annual $1000 award announced by Mrs. 
E. R. Matthews of New York City, whose grandmoth- 
er was a prominent New England opponent of slav- 
ery in the early days of the abolition movement.

HE Democratic party was once the 
T champion of silver as money. It lost 
two presidential elections .on the silver 
issue. Of dead causes the party has had 
enough, yet let us for a moment examine 
the strange case of the “white meétal.” 
The Republican party elected McKinley 
in 1896 bound by this pledge: “We are op~- 
posed to the free coinage of silver, except 
by internationa] agreement with the leading 
commercial nations of the earth, which 
agreement we pledge ourselves to promote.” 
A commission headed by Senator Edward 
O. Wolcott of Colorado was sent to Europe 
in 1897 by President McKinley to seé what 
could be done for “international bimetal- 
ism,” and it found the leading commercial 
nations over there utterly cold to the inter. 
national agreement idea. So nothing was 
done for silver. The gold standard was 
triumphant. 
In the °90s the British could not be in- 
terested in silver, although the late Mr. Bal- 
four professed an academic concern for its 


maintenance at the old ratio with gold. ° 


London was the money and credit center 
of the world; Britain was the great creditor 
nation. British interests were involved in 
upholding the single gold standard. Be- 
sides, the new gold discoveries in South 
Africa and Alaska seemed to have brought 
a convincing answer to the bimetalists’ or 
the. free silverites’ argument asto the grow- 
ing scarcity of gold. Bimetalism was a lost 
cause, and silver sank to the level of a 
mere commodity, except as it was used for 
subsidiary coinage.

Thirty-three years later. Something ex- 
tiaordinary has happened. The price of 
silver per qunce has fallen below 30 cents; 
that is to say, considerably more than half 
its market price has been wiped out since 
1925, when it sold at about 70 cents. What 
the present low price means may be inferred 
from comparisons as far back as the period 
before the California gold discoveries. 

In _ 1840 the London price of silver was 
$1.32 an ounce; in 1850, it was $1.31; in 


1860, it was $1.35; in 1870, it was $1.32.. 


There came the limitation of the use of 
silver by the Latin Union. Silver’s fall be. 
gan. .In 1880, the London price was $1.14; 
in 1890, it was $1.04; in 1900, “it was 
62 cents; In 1940, it was 64 cents. The 
World War sent silver up over the dollar 
mark once more, and in 1920 its London 
price per Ounce was us high as $1.34. 
Since then, its decline has been precipi- 
Action by Governments accelerated 
it; according to many students of the ques- 
tion, In 1925 India was shifted to a gold 
bullion standard, and at that time India was 
absorbing about 40 per cent of the world’s 
silver supply. India’s stofes of silver have 
of late years been dumped largely on the 
world market. Great Britain remelted its 
own silver coinage, reissu it with the sil- 
ver content reduced from nine-tenths to 
five-tenths.

The English. banker is hard-headed. His. 
opinion is widely held. The International 
Chamber of Commerce, in session recently 
at Washington, adopted resolutions urging 
some international action to support the 
price of silver. The United States Chamber 
of Commerce declared that ‘“‘the low price 
of silver is the principle cause of the world 
depression.” The United States Senate has 
declared in favor of an international con- 
ference, and the most recent advices are 
that the Japanese Government will call one. 

Silver's political associations in the 
United States with ‘16 to 1” still hoodoo it.

In September, 1927, Dr. Winder 
returned from the Harvard Tropi- 
cal Expedition in Africa to become 
the Shaw’s Garden mycologist and 
within six weeks he and the or- 
chidologist were engaged. It was 
the third staff romance in two 
years. A year earlier Director 
Moore had discovered Miss Alberts’ 
remarkable process — developed 
through a hobby—which since 
then has won the highest awards 
offered in this country.

The arrival of the first canta- 
loupes in market is always hailed 
with joy because this delicate mel- 
on exerts great appetite appeal on 
the masses. Cantaloupes may be 
purchased at most of the local 
food stores. 

For breakfast there is nothing 
more appetizing than cantaloupe 
served cold and sweet upon a bed 
of cracked ice. Or else made into 
little round balls with a vegetable 
cutter and served with some other 
fresh fruit, strawberries, perhaps. 

Often the center of a half can- 
taloupe is filled with fresh berries, 
or when served as a dessert, with 
ice cream or fruit ice. 

When serving cantaloupe, be 
sure to have it icy cold. The trend 
of the times is away from 'the ice- 
filled melon. Rather serve the 
delicacy on a bed of cracked ice. 
The former service impaired the 
flavor of the fruit besides making 
it sloppy and watery in appear- 
ance. 

An appealing salad which may be 
included in the menus of -lunch- 
eons and afternoon affairs is made 
by combining cantaloupe and to- 
matoes. It is known as tropical 
salad .

PRIZE WINNING RECIPES 
FOR PRUNE COOKERY 


Tortes and Ice Box Cakes Are 
Among the Ravored Pastries 
of the Moment. 


A relectable ice box cake has 
prunes for a basis. Take one cup 
prune pulp, one-third cup shred- 
ded pineapple, one-third cup sugar, 
two eggs, one-half cup butter, one 
cup confectioner’s sugar, one pint 
whipped cream and one and one- 
half dozen lady fingers. 

Place prune pulp and pineapple 
in double boiler and heat. Add 
granulated sugar and eggs, beaten 
lightly. Cook until thick. While 
cooling, cream butter with confec- 
tioner’s sugar. Then add the mix- 
ture, quite cool, and fold in half 


of the whipped cream. Pour into 
spring mold which has been lined 
with halved lady. fingers, standing 
vertically, touching each other, all 
around the spring pan, and also on 
bottom of pan. Add balance of 
whipped cream and allow to stand 
12 hours in icebox before serving 
Remove rim of spring pan and take 
the cake to table whole. 

Seafoam prune tart is another 
favorite sweet made with six egg 
whites, two cups granulated sugar, 
one cup prunes, one teaspoon va- 
nilla, one teaspoon vinegar and 
one cup whipping cream. 

Beat egg whites until stiff; add 
sugar gradually and continue beat- 
ing until the mixture will hold its 
weight. Add vanilla and vinegar. 
Pour mixture into a spring cake 
form and bake in slow oven 50 
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to 60 minutes. After cooled, hol- 
low out thin layer of the top crust 


‘adn cover the torte with the prunes 


which have been cooked until soft 
and cut into pieces. The top which 
has been cut out is then replaced, 
even though in broken pieces, and 
the entire torte covered with 
whipped cream. 


An Economy Measure. 

In boiling rice, it is well to plan 
to have some Ieft over. With an 
ege, milk or a little fruit juice 
added, it will make a delicious pud- 
ding; or it may be made into 
croquettes or cream of rice soup.

Plate dinners, or meals that can 
be served all on one plate, are @

STRAWBERRY SHERBET 
I$ A FROZEN DELICACY 


Icy Cold Desserts Are Favored for 
All Formal and Company 
Meals. 

Wash, hull and mash one quart 
of ripe strawberries. Add one and 
one-fourth cups powdéred sugar 
and the juice of half a lemon and 
let stand for at least 30 minutes. 
Then press through a piece of 
cheesecloth to strain out the juice. 
Wring the cloth out in cold water 
before trying to strain the fruit 
juice through it. There should be 
about one and one-half cups straw- 

berry juice. 

Mix one-half cup sugar with two 
cups boiling water and the rind of 
half a lemon cut in strips. Boil 
for five minutes, add one table- 
spoon gelatine soaked in one- 
fourth cup cold water, strain and 
cool. 

When cold add the strawberry 
juice and pour into the freezing 
tray of a mechanical refrigerator. 
Freeze to a mush, remove from the 
refrigerator, empty into a chilled 
bowl and beat in the stiffly beaten 
whites of two eggs. ~ Return to the

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PINEAPPLE CHEESE CAKE 
IS IN REALITY A PIE 


Cheese Is Incorporated in the Cus- 
tard Filling, Which Is Topped 
With Fruit. 

Mix one and one-half cups flour 
with one tablespoon sugar, one- -half 
teaspoon salt and one- -half teaspoon 
baking powder. Rub in one- -half 
cup shortening until thoroughly 
blended and then add just enough 
water to make a stiff dough. Turn 
out on a floured board and roll to 
a scant eighth-inch thickness and to 
fita medium-sized pie plate. Line 
the plate with the pastry and chill. 

While the pastry is chilling, mix 
the filling. Mash’ two cups soft, 
creamy cheese with a fork or rub it 
through a coarse strainer. Add 
three-fourths cup shredded cocoa- 
nut, one-half cup sugar, two well 
beaten egg yolks, the grated rind 
and the juice of one large lemon, 
one-half teaspoon salt and two- 
thirds cup thin cream or undiluted 
evaporated milk. 


Wix well, pour into the chilled 


| pastry and bake in a hot oven—450 


degrees—for 15 minutes, then re- 
duce the heat to a moderate tem- 
perature or 350 degrees, and con- 
tinue cooking for 30 minutes long- 
er, or until the filling is firm to 
the touch, and delicately browned, 
and the crust is crisp and brown. 
Remove from the oven, cool and 
spread with a layer of crushed

ing, the Bureau of Home Bceconem- 
ics, United States Department of 
agriculture, points out in its weekly 
discu «sion of low -cost foods. 

‘aed heory that cheese causes in- 


EINE SAYS: - 


testine: disturbances has been en- 
tirely disproved in tests by the De- 
partment of Agriculture. The ex- 
periment showed that cheese, like 
meat, 18 well digested when proper- 
ly prepared and is thoroughly as- 
similated., 

Cheese is a concentrated food. 
consequently the best way to insure 
£00d digestion is to serve bread or 
other cereals with it. taking care 
to cook the cheese in such a way 
that it.is soft and not leathery. 
High temperature makes cheese 
tough, so the bureau suggests that 
the cheese be grated and mixed 
through the food, rather than 
spread across the top, as is so often 
done in scalloped and baked dishes. 

Macaroni and Cheese. * 

The popularity of macaroni and 
cheese is well founded the bureau 
Says; the flavor is pleasing and the 
macaroni, which is a cereal prod- 
uct, supplies starch and carbohy- 
drates which cheese lacks. But the 
nutrition experts of the bureau sug- 
gest to balance the meal, some food 
Such as tomatoees, lettuce, spinach 
or fruit should be served with this 
dish and, in fact, with all cheese 
dishes. .

nically known, is not a disease, py 
merely a symptom. However. it 
is always an annoying and some. 
times*a dangerous symptom. 

In urticaria there is a more or 
less limited swelling under the akin 
This swelling, due to the accump. 
lation of lymph, may be brough 
about, in the urticaria sufferer, by

Occasionally eating too much of 
one article not common to one’s 
diet may bring on an attack of 
hives. 

Since in such cases the dizesttve 
tract is involved, it is good sense 
to abstain for at least a day from 
all foods, taking only water. a 
saline cathartic may help in clean. 
ing out the intestinal tract. 

If the symptoms are seyere. home 
treatment should not be relied on 
and medical help should be se. 
cured. 

If the skin condition is trouble. 
some, relief may be secured by the 
application of a mild solution of 
water and vinegar. 

It is also advisable to discover 
what food article may have been 
responsible for the attack and to 
make note of it as a food to b 
avoided.
